ATLANTIC CITY, N. J..—(INS) 
The American Bar association to- 
day officially went on record as 
favoring the repeal of the prohi- 
bition amendment.

GOVERNOR SAYS 
BUY IOWA COAL 


Appeal Is Made by 
Gov. Turner in 


Radio Talk 


DES MOINES, Ia. — (INS) — 
Iowans today’ were considering the 
proposal made by a radio appeal 
Wednesday evening by governor 
Dan Turner that they buy Iowa coal 
this winter to stimulate one of the 
state’s most important industries. 

The governor in his address, the 
first of a series to be made on the 
coal situation by state leaders, 
pleaded with Iowans to buy the pro- 
duct which would stimulate business 
and provide jcbs for thousands of 
men now out of work. 

Where 20 years ago, 18,000 men 
worked in Iowa fields, now 6,000 are 
employed, the governor stated. The 
coal industry in Iowa did a $12,000,- 
(00° business, according to Turner. 

The governor pointed to the state 
preference law which provides that 
public funds shall be expended for 
commodities produced, grown, or 
manufactured in the state. He said 
that he would insist that state in- 
stitutions and school boards use 
Iowa produced coal. 

“The more Iowa coal used, the 
more men employed—these miners 
in. turn buy Iowa farm and manu- 
factured products.. They patronize 
the retailers, who are the custom- 
ers of wholesalers. Thus we see 
forcibly illustrated the value of pa- 
tronizing our .own industries A 
more striking example in this re- 
spect could not be given,” the gov- 
ernor said in concluding his address.

Many Believe State 
Arbitrarily Uses 
Tuberculin Law 


WILTON JUNCTION, Ia.— 
(Special) —Definite steps look- 
ing toward a show-down on the 
legal question of whether the 
Iowa T. B. test law requires the 
use of the tuberculin test, were 
taken Wednesday night at, Wilton 
when Norman Baker, who has. been 
crusading through eastern Iowa, 
and Western Illinois for the single 
unit farm organization plan, gave 
a@ number of small bottles to farm- 
ers who intend to use them for 
samples of milk. These samples of 
milk will be tested by laboratories 
to determine whether the cows in- 
volved have tuberculosis. j 

Many believe that the state ts 
arbitrarily using the tuberctilin test 
and that the law does not insist 
upon that test to determine wheh- 
er cattle are suffering from tuber- 
culosis. 

The idea behind the milk test, as 
explained by Mr. Baker, is that the 
farmers can show a willingness to 
test the milk and still obey the Iowa 
law, even though they resist the 
use of tuberculin. 

For example, a farmer who has 
had his cows’ milk tested, will be 
in a position to check a milk test 
made by a state veterinarian, The 
reason for testing the cattle is to 
prevent the sale of milk infected 
with tuberculosis germs. If. the 
milk is shown, free from the germs, 
there can be no logical reason for 
tesiing the cows. 

A refusal of a farmer to submit 
to the tuberculin test, if accom- 
panied by the offer of submitting 
the milk of the cows to a test, would 
set the stage for the first adequate 
legal test of the Iowa law ever 


made. 
Urges Milk Tests 

The speaker urged farmers to 
have the milk from the cows tested 
rather than allow the state veter- , 
inarians to inject a serum into “the 
old cow’s tail.” 

“Almost any hospital or labora- 
tory can make this test,” he declar- 
ed. “We can do it at the Baker 
hospital, you can have the milk 
sent to a laboratory in Chicago, or 
a dozen other places,” he continu- 
ed, “and you will absolutely know, 
when the test is recorded, whether 
or not your animal has tuberculo- 
Sis.” 

A plan whereby the farmer 
could control the politics of the na- 
tion, stabilize the price of his pro- 
duce and bring back prosperity to 
the country.

Prodigy Building Telescope 
Is Said to Have Great Power 





DENVER—(INS) — A youthful 
giant who toiled with his great 
hands over minute lenses accurate 
to one-millonth of an inch is about 
to fulfill an ambition born of 13 
years of study and work. 

Carrol. M. Spencer, 23, mental 
and physical prodigy, is construct- 
ing a telescope which, according to 
mathematical calculations, will have 
twice the power of an ordinary in- 
strument because of its specially-de 
Signed, vibrationiess tuhe. It is dé- 
clared far lighter, but nearly six 
times stronger than the“type now 
in use. 

Behind the building of the new 
telescope is the story of a remark- 
able boyhocd. Spencer, who now 
stands six feet seven inches tall and 
weighs 200 pounds, has had few in- 
terests since his tenth year outside 
of mathematics and the construc- 
tion of lenses. 

While his ‘schoolmates played 
football and attended to many. social 
activities Spencer has worked hour 
after hour in his dingy laboratory 
in a vacant garage, working out 
mathematical formulas and putting 
his knowledge into practical use by 
making lenses for various technical 
instruments. 

Spencer graduated from. North 
Denver high schocl.. Following his 
graduation he took advanced cours- 
es in mathematics, gleaning all he 
could from extension courses in 
Denver University and the Univer- 
sity of Colorado. - He learned some=" 





thing of astronomy from the late 
Herbert A. Howe, former dean of 
the University of Denver and in- 
ternationally-famous astronomer, 
who befriendéd him. 

In his studies Spencer found it 
necessary to go to German author- 
ities for information. Unable to 
read the language he had the nec- 
essary parts of the German books 
translated for him. 

As a result of his years of ex- 
tensive study Spencer hit upon a 
Plan of making a telescope which 
would eliminate the vibrations 
which, although barely perceptible, 
play havoc with present. day tele- 
scopes’ magnifying power. Spencer’s 
instrument, a reflecting type of 
telescope, is mounted on an open 
tube of aluminum alloy which he 
has perfected to a point where it is 
virtually unaffected by vibration. 

If the youthful inventor’s instru- 
ment fulfills its predictions, he will 
reap a fortune and the science of 
astronomy will be immeasureably 
benefitted. He expects to manu- 
facture the instrument he has per- 
fected on a much larger scale as 
soon as he has received patents for 
the invention. 

The first instrument is being 
made for a private observatory in 
California, It will cost $2,300 to 
make.

BREAKFAST: Grapes, Dry Cer-

Doughnuts 

Use 114 cups sugar, 1 cup milk, 2 
teaspoons baking powder, no short- 
ening. Mix with enough flour to 
make a batter that is not too stiff 
to drop from spoon into hot fat. 
Shake kettle all the time they are 
frying to make them round. When 
done, roll in powdered sugar. 


Maple Bavarian Cream 


Boil 1 cup maple sirup and pour 
it gradually into beaten whites of 
3 eggs. Beat thoroughly and cook 
over hot water until thick. All “4 
package of gelatin that has been 
dissolved in % cup cold water and 
1 cup chopped walnuts. Set on ice 
until the mixture begins to thick- 
en, the fold in 1 1-2 cups heavy 
cream whipped and let harden. 


Chocolate Custard 

One quart milk, 2 eggs, 2% heap- 
ing tablespoons cornstarch, 2 heap- 
ing tablespoons grated chocolate, 6 
tablespoons sugar. Heat milk in 
double boiler.

Or perhaps your fancy turns to 
grape conserve, which is made with 
4 pounds Concord grapes. 

1-2 pound figs. 
3 oranges. 

1 lemon. 
Sugar. 


Wash and pick over the grapes, 
removing stems. Place in a kettle 
with a small amount of water and 
simmer until the seeds are free. 
Then put the mixture through a 
sieve, discarding the seeds. Cut up 
the oranges and lemon very fine 
and add to the grages. Measure 
and use equal parts of fruit and 
sugar. Boil until thick and put in 
sterile glasses. 

Spiced grape butter will also fit 
in on many occasions. Wash grapes 
carefully, remove stems, separate 
pulp from skins. Heat pulp to 
boiling point and strain through 
sieve to remove seeds. Add strained 
pulp to skins and to each five cups 
of fruit add four cups of brown 
sugar and one teaspoon each of 
cloves and cinnamon. Boil an hour, 
stirring frequently, add 1-4 cup 
vinegar and cook until butter is 
bg Seal at once in sterilized 
ars.

U.S. WARDENS TO 
ENFORCE LAW ON 
SHOOTING DUCKS 


Exceeding Bag Limit 
And Hunting Out of 
Season Banned 


By Washington News Service 

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Duck 
hunters in the Davenport, Dubuque, 
Clinton, and Muscatine district, 
who go hunting this falla few days 
before the season opens,and who 
just can’t stop shooting when they 
have fifteen ducks are likely to 
have to explain matters to a fed- 
eral judge, Col. H. P. Sheldon, 
United States game conservation 
officer, said here yesterday. 

The Eastern Iowa district, be- 
cause it is a concentration point 
for ducks on their southward flight 
from Canada, has been selected as 
one of the localities where federal 
game officers will center their cf- 
forts to enforce the federal migra- 
tory bird laws. 

The drive against law violators, 
Col. Sheldon predicts, will be the 
most intensive ever waged by the 
biological survey, and is necessitat- 
ed by the combined toll of the 
frouth, civilization spoiling breeding 
grounds, and shooting, resulting in 
a threat of extinction for ducks. 

Federal game wardens will con- 
cern themselves for the greater 
part with apprehending hunters 
shooting out of season and exceed- 
ing the bag limit, working along the 
Mississippi river and. adjoining 
fields where ducks are feeding 
Hunters caught by federal wardens 
will be subjected to prosecution in 
the federal courts, which may eith- 
ey give a jail sentence, a fine, or 
both to offenders. 

President Hoover has shortened 
the open season on ducks in Iowa 
to one month, from Oct. 20 to Nov. 
19. The bag limit is fifteen ducks 
in one day. 

The federal duck hunting regu- 
lations are made by the department 
of agriculture under a treaty with 
— protecting migratory wat- 
er fowl.

Tells of Police Bribery 

The letter also recites numerous 
instances of police bribery and the 
exercise of corrupt influence in 
order to remove or transfer officials 
who proved inhospitable to the 
syndicate’s activities. 

One of the most amazing ac- 
cusations penned by Heitler, relates 
to the connection of Capone’s or- 
ganization with the _ sensationul 
slaying of Lingle last summer. 

The appeal of Leo V. Brothers, 
St. Louis gunman, under a 14-year 
prison sentence for the reporter’s 
murder will be heard by the state 
supreme court in October. 

Lingle, according to Heitler’s let- 
ter, was “put on the spot” because 
he had “double-crossed” Capone. 

Contents of Letter 


Jack Zuta, the letter declares, 
had paid $2,500 to the reporter to 
use his influence in removing a cer- 
tain police official. 

Heitler’s letter said: 

“So Zuta-took $2,500 off the top 
of the pil€and called up Jake 
Lingle. To-Limgle, he said: 

“TI have $2,500 for you if you will 
remove——= for me. 

“Lingle feplied that he would re- 
move in a couple of weeks. 
But by that: time Capone had come 
home from-jail (in Philadelphia)” 

“Jack called me up and I went 
over to'seehim. He said, “Capone 
told me n have anything to do 
with Lingl at Lingle is a double- 
crosser; #é said Lingle had dou- 
ble-crossed=Capone when he (Lin- 
gle) wantedt-to get the dog tracks 
going-for fhé stadium,” in opposi- 
tion %6- CapOne’s dog track.

Heitlerthat Capone had made up 
his mind cto. get the $2,500 back 
from -Lingfe“ and had threatened 
that the reporter * ‘is going to get

Then, the letter says, Lingle was 
killed>-And shortly afterward the 
police:-official he had promised tc 
remove was. transferred. There 
Was a reorganization of Capone’s 
forces involving the elimination of 
both Zuta and “Roxey.” 

Told Not To Talk 

- “T was told not to talk to Zuta 
and lay off all his men,” the let- 
ter declares. Shortly, afterward 
Zuta was assissinated. The exe- 
cution was decreed, according tu 
Heitler’s letter, when Skidmore re- 
fused to exert his influence with a 
certain official, unless Zuta were 
removed. 

Heitler knew he had been marked 
for death when he wrote the let- 
ter, the document revealed. Because 
Skidmore also cbhjected to associa- 
tion with Heitler the latter was 
ordered to give up his profit-mak- 
ing enterprise. 

Heitler was told if he “insisted on 
having anything, you know what 
will become of you.” 

Before naming his possible slay- 
ers, Heitler cryptically stated: 

“That’s the end.”

STOCKBRIDGE, IN 
TALK ON VILLAGES 
HITS CHESTERTON 


STOCKBRIDGE, Mass.—(INS) 
—From this picturesque village, ori- 
ginator of the small town improve- 
ment movement, there went out the 
other day a stout defense of the 
American villages against the criti- 
cism of men like G. K. Chesterton 
who profess to have found them 
uncouth. 

Frank Parker Stockbridge, Edi- 
tor of The American Press, was 
speaking at the annual meeting of 
the Laurel Hill Association. 

“We have no ancient ruins,” he 
said, “because we are not an an- 
cient country. Unlike the English, 
we no longer have muddy or cob- 
ble-paved streets in our villages be- 
cause we won’t put up with dis- 
comfort when we have the remedy 
in our own Hands. 

“And we don’t live in pictures- 
que but unsanitary thatched cot- 
tages, because we who inhabit these 
little American towns own our own 
homes and can build them to suit 
ourselves and not to suit some no- 
ble landlord’s idea of what is good 
enough for his peasantry.” 

Emphasizing that in this coun- 
try, following the American tradi- 
tion, the work of making the vil- 
lage beautiful, to be lasting must 
spring from the people themselves, 
he cited the failure of attempts to 
impose beauty upon communities 
from without, as in model towns 
built by humanitarian employers. 

“One of the causes of the grow- 
ing movement for village improve- 
ment,” Mr. Stockbridge said fur- 
ther, “is the fact that the smail 
towns of America are growing large 
enough to finance’ and carry out 
their community projects. 

“The larger the number of per- 
sons living in a given town, the 
simpler becomes the problem of 
carrying out any program of im- 
provement,” he said. 

“And there must be _ business, 
work, something in the nature of 
gainful occupation for everybody 
who has not an independent in- 
come, before a community can give 
very serious consideration to iis 
aesthetic and non-utilitarian deve- 
lopement. 

“Stockbridge,” said the speaker, 
quoting from a United States De- 
partment of Agriculture paper on 
town-planning, “has probably had 
a greater influence for good on the 
beauty and cleanliness of other 
towns than any village in the coun- 
try,” and he went on to cite deve- 
lopments so stimulated, among 
which he named Wamego, Kansas, 
with only 1,647 population, making 
itself modern while still a farmer’s 
trading center with farmer’s pic- 
nics and Chautauquas; Fair Dell 
Highway Park in Sauk County, 
Wisconsin; The Armada, Mich., 
community fair and in Massachu- 
settes, Weston, Hadley, Cohasset. 

“I believe,” he said in closing, 
“that it is a sound conclusion that 
this movement will grow, as eco- 
nomic and social conditions favor 
its growth, until we shall find 
American villages taking as much 
pride in beauty as they do in eco- 
nomic progress.”

Coming late 
in the season, the heat of the cur- 
rent week was 15.5 degrees above 
the normal, while the last week in 
June was 15.8 above the normal.

The opponents of vaccination may 
be divided into two classes: those 
who object to the idea of compul- 
sion; and those who regard the op- 
eration as being entirely wrong. The 
battle.against, compulsion is now 
almost won. It began as soon as 
the first compulsory legislation was 
enacted and was considered as an 
infringement of personal liberty 
which is guaranteed to all Ameri- 
cans by the Constitution of the 
United States. The inevitable vic- 
tory of'the opponents of vaccina- 
tion is just a matter of time as the 
fallacies of the theories on which 
this superstition is based are be- 
coming more apparent all the time. 
Some :day humanity will be stag- 
gered to think that such a struggle 
on behalf of health and _ liberty 
should ever have’ been necessary, 
and still more that it should have 
been.so prolonged. 

Compulsory vaccination legisla- 
tion prevents perfect health. This 
is the aspect.of the matter that 
seems so appalling. According to 
“Health Logis” “To forbid perfect 
health is a tyrannical wickedness 
just as much as to forbid castity or 
sobriety. No law-maker can have 
the right to propose laws which is 
just as much as to forbid chastity or 
individual rights, and if enacted, 
such laws create the right of resis- 
tance.” 

Hilogical and Wicked 

Such legislation is as illogical as 
it is wicked, because in the nature 
of the case, the more vaccination 
protects against smallpox, the less 
need there is to make it compul- 
sory, the vaccinated being “pro- 
tected” and ought not to fear the 
“unprotected.” On the other hand, 
the less it protects the more in- 
famous is compulsion. The fight to- 
day is, however, being waged for 
the most, part, against the operation 
itself. Is it a rational procedure, or 
is it “the most amazing empirical 
stunt in medical history?” 

The aim of vaccination is to pro- 
vide “immunity” against smallpox 
by means of the infliction of a di- 
sease (cowpox) which is supposed 
to give “immunity” similar to that 
which is thought to be given by one 
attack of fever against a second at- 
tack, but not one of these suppo- 
sitions has ever been proved by any 
evidence worth the name. There is 
no rational ground for believing 
that vaccination has ever prevented 
or mitigated a single case of small- 
pox, except so far as it might have 
acted as a faith-healing charm. On 
the other hand, there is ample 
ground for believing that the oper- 
ation is irrational, useless and dan- 
gerous. There is plenty of evidence 
of its harmful results, and at this 
time of the year when children are 
beginning the Fall term of the 
school year, there is always consid- 
erable -propaganda favoring this 
process of blood pollution, and par- 
ents should take decided steps to 
protect their children against the 
outrage. The most effective is to no- 
tify the principle and teacher that 
your child is not to be vaccinated 
when the usual slip is sent home by 
the pupil for the parent or guardian 
to sign permitting such operation. 

Vaccination is irrational because 
it seeks to promote health by sow- 
ing disease. It must not be forgotten 
that although the material used is 
described as “pure” and “harmless,” 
it is, in reality, an active virus as 
the name implies, and any state- 
ments to the effect that it is “pure” 
or “harmless” are absolute false- 
hoods. Vaccine virus being a di- 


~~ Superstition--Stop It!) 


sease product cannot truthfully be 
described as “pure” or “harmless.” 

The uselessnes of the procedure 
has been fully proved by its failure 
to make a person immune to con- 
tagion. The effects of the disease 
are not to be feared nearly as much 
as the effects of vaccination. Be- 
sides, this disease is gradually dis- 
appearing just as yellow fever, chol- 
era, etc., due to sanitation and im- 
proved living conditions. The san- 
itary engineer has done more to 
“protect” the public than medical 
science. As to death resulting from 
smallpox, reports to this effect are 
exaggerations because statistics 
show that there is much more dan- 
ger of death from lightning, and 
twenty-five times more danger of 
being murdered. Even if vaccina- 
tion did make a person immune from 
contagion, the danger from after ef- 
fects are so great that it should not 
be considered by any one. Then, 
when it is known to be a failure, and 
that one who has been vaccinated is 
just as likely to contract the di- 
sease as one who has never been 
vaccinated, the fallacy of the theo- 
ry is evident. One has only to study 
statistics to realize. the absurdity of 
propaganda favoring this dangerous 
superstition. If it were not for the 
commercialism back of vaccination 
it would soon be discarded just as 
blood-letting of several generations 
ago. One may recover from the loss 
of a little blood, but it is often im- 
possible to recover one’s health 
when the entire blood supply has 
been poisoned, which is just what 
is done when vaccine virus is in- 
jected into the blood stream. 

It ought not to require much ar- 
gument to convince people with 
open minds that the deliberate ino- 
culation of diseased matter into a 
healthy body cannot possibly be per- 
formed without serious risk of un- 
intended complications. In the days 
of the old arm-to-arm method of 
vaccination, the operation killed at 
least one child every week in this 
country, and permanently injured 
many others. The risk of that form 
of vaccination is now frankly ad- 
mitted even by the vaccinators, 
though it was denied at the time. 
Doubtless fewer injuries are produc- 
ed by the modern method of carry- 
ing out the operation, nevertheless, 
the dangers are still so frequent as 
to make vaccination a far greater 
cause of death than the disease it 
is supposed to prevent, and other 
less serious injuries which result 
= absolutely ban its use for all 

ime.
